ole," and never designed to give quar­ 
ters, grant favors or share its powrer 
with any particular portion, class or 
element of the people? 
The United 
States today is trembling under 
the 
menace of an element unfriendly to 
peace, progress end equal rights. 
Armed wdth the venom of class pre­ 
judice, this element is 
striving 
to 
teach labor to battle capital 
for 
a 
larger measure of independent free­ 
dom than is possible for any one di­ 
vision of society to possess under the 
safeguard* an I restrictions 
of 
the 
Constitution 
the 
United 
States. 
Great and vital as capital and labor 
ale to tile growth 
oi’ 
the 
nation, 
neither can r ile with a power that, af­ 
fects tho independent freedom of the 
third great force of our government, 
which i.5 the people—the government 
itself. 
Today, labor has a great opportun 
itv. 
It lies along the line of a sober 
understanding of social and economic 
problems as they relate to all of the 
people and not to personal or class in 
terests. 
It should not be difficult for 
the people of this country to approach 
in the proper temper the right angle 
of this subject tor its reasoning does 
not run opposite to their sober pas­ 
sions and better judgment 
and 
to 
grasp ifs fundamentals requires but 
the ability to distinguish 
the 
right 
one of two possible methods of action. 
In the one instance, and acting un­ 
der tho leadership of radicalism—an 
entirely selfish and foreign-horn 
in­ 
tl lienee—labor can say, we are organ­ 
ized. 
We are powerful. 
We can par­ 
alyze industry in order to obtain our 
end. 
If capita! does not meet our de­ 
mands, we will harm and 
inconven­ 
ience even our loved ones and others 
who are innocent of any hand iii the 
grievances we feel. 
Readjustment Must Come 
In the other instance, 
and 
under 
the leadership of the true spirit 
of 
American democracy, which has no 
“class conscienciou3ness,” labor 
can 
say we understand that in the process 
of business reconstruction from 
the 
inflated basis of strife to the natural 
and firmer footing of peace, that ar­ 
bitrary losses will fall upon arbitrary 
groups and classes of activty. We ap­ 
preciate that any attempt to sustain 
labor costs above sound, normal, eco­ 
nomic levels, will react to a disadvant­ 
age to ourselves and our fellows. 
We 
recognize the fact that we are labor­ 
ing In an interval when the purchas­ 
ing power of the dollar is low' and that 
it requires the close, friendly co-op­ 
eration of capital, labor and govern­ 
ment to restore it 
to 
normal. 
We 
feel that it is of consequence 
to the 
largest portion of the American peo­ 
ple that a normal business footing be 
speedily and harmoniously 
returned 
and we stand ready with our co-part­ 
ner, capital, to peacefully do our right­ 
ful part in this readjustment.

It did assem ble 
a Jew passenger cars at one time. 
The concern is incorporated under 
the law s or Delaware, and the men 
indicted are Samuel C. Pandolfo, St. 
Cloud, Minn,, president; 
Norman A. 
Street and george Heilman, Chicago, 
patent attorneys; H. S. W igle, Spok­ 
ane, Wash., and John Barritt, Charles 
D. Schwab, Fred Sehilplin, Charles 
Bunnell, George E. Hanscom, Charles 
F. Ladner, Peter R. Thielman. Hugh 
Evans and H. C. Revin. Jr., all of St. 
Cloud. 
Most of these men, the dis­ 
trict attorney’s 
office asserts, 
are 
proponent in St. Cloud, where the fac­ 
tory of the corporatipn was supposed 
to h a w been located. 
Albuquerque, N. M., was the first 
scene of operations. 
Then the con­ 
cent moved to St. Cloud. 
Norman A. 
Street, first president, qiade Pandolfo 
“sales fiscal agent.” 
He was to sell 
all the capital stock at $10 a share, 
half to go to Pandolfo. 
It is charged 
his share in two years wras $1,500,000, 
This was shown by an audit. 
The indictment further charges that 
approximately 
$5,500,000, 
including 
$250,000 in Liberty bonds, was taken 
from 50,000 working people through­ 
out the country. 
A recent financial 
statem ent issued by the company, the 
indictment asserts, claim s that the 
company had a surplus of $2,500,000, 
a1 hough it never was on a production 
basis. 
The surplus, it is charged, was 
created by capitalizing intangible as­ 
sets. 
This concern has been the sub ject’ 
of many inquiries and criticism for | 
som e months, particularly by the As­ 
sociated Advertising Clubs.

ing was ordered in May, 1918. by the! 
blue sky com m issioners of M innesota. 
on certain charges preferred by that ; 
comm ission to show cause why the j 
company’s license should not he re- j 
yoked. 
By a change in the reading of, 
the contracts in the two days be-; 
tween the hearing and the findings of, 
the Minnesota Securities Commission j 
ii is alleged the Pan company w a s ; 
able to prevent the revocation of its 
license and afterward persisted in ad­ 
vertising the findings as "a clean bill 
of health from beginning to end.” 
Pandolfo persisted in offering stock 
for sale in the face of the refusal of 
the Federal Capital Issues Committee 
to issue a permit to the company, and 
Pan Motors was made the anbject of 
a special report to Congress by that 
comm ittee.
